Baptist  Convention. 
part  of  the  Cooperative  Pro-" 
gram  has  passed  a  million  dol¬ 
lars.  The  July  report  showtyl 
$1,166,512,  the  highest  monthly 
report  in  the  31-year  history  of 
the  mission  plan.  The  previous 
high  was  in  April,  1856,  when 
a  total  of  $1,157,504  was  reort- 
ed.  Only  sixteen  times  have 
monthly  gifts  gone  over  a  mil¬ 
lion  dollars,  the  first  time  in 
May,  1954.  when -receipts' climb 
ed  to  $1,100,584. 

Since  World  War  II  progress 
of  the  Cooperative  Program  has 
been  phenomenal.  In  July  1946, 
ten  years  ago,  receipts  were 
$409,343  and  in  July  1951,  five 
years  ago.  $669,997. 

The  first  seven  months  of 
1956  show  total  Cooperative 
Program  to  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention^  of  $7,791,864, 
which  is  more  than  the  total  re¬ 
ceived  in  1850  and  twice  the  to¬ 
tal  received  in  1944.  The  1996 
seven  month  figure  is  $902,977, 
or  13.10%  ahead  of  the  total  re¬ 
ported  for  the  same  period  1965. 

Designated  funds,  such  as  Lot- 
lie  Moon  and  Annie  Armstrong 
offerings  for  missions,  are  also

At  present,  according  to  Courts 
Redford.  executive  secretary  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board,  there 
are  1,163  missionaries.  Tl\e 
Board  also  set  1959  for  a  year 
of  evangelistic  emphasis  to  in¬ 
clude  a  Convention-wide  simul¬ 
taneous  revival. 

It  was  also  decided  to  strive 
for  1.000  new  churches  annual¬ 
ly  in  cooperation  with  the  state 
boards  and  to  increase;  if  pos¬ 
sible,  the  building  loan  fund  to 
five  million  dollars. 

Recognizing  the  tremendous 
population  gains,  the  Homo  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  hopes  to  add  an  av¬ 
erage  of  six  ne\y  cities  annual¬ 
ly  for  the  city  mission  program 
and  to  greatly  step  up  the  rural 
church  program.  The  Annie 
Armstrong  mission  offering  for 
1958  is  now  $1,584.929  77.  con 
siderably  over  the  goal  of  $1,.

The  doctor,  having  completed 
his  tests,  rame  into  my  hospital 
room  and  somewhat  hasitating- 
ly  began;  "I  think  you  would 
want  me  to  be  perfectly  frank 
with  you." 

The  series  of  examinations 
over  a  three  weeks  period  had 
indicated  his  concern  about  my 
condition.  *The  words  that  fol¬ 
lowed  were  the  pronouncement 
that  I  had  an  early  rendezvous 
with  death — a  victim  of  the 
dreaded,  leukemia.

Suddenly  I  was 
brought  face  to  face  with  the 
possibility  that  I  had  but  a  few 
weeks  tojive.

For  the  next  few  days  I  waa 
trying  to  adjust  my  thinking 
and  my  attitudes  and  my  life 
to  the  prospect  of  an  early 
death.  There  occurred  an  emer¬ 
gency  which  seemed  to  bring 
death  even  nearer  than  I  had 
anticipated.  Early  on  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  November  7,  I  was  seized 
with  a  terrific  pain  in  the  area 
of  the  left  kidney.

Duncan  Progress#! 

The  Duncan  Church  has  made 
remarkable  progress  in  the  last 
three  years. 

In  a  recent  action,  the  church

It 
was  a  sample  study,  but  statis¬ 
tically  sound,  and  was  repre- 
scntalive  of  our  total  number 
of  churches  having  a  member¬ 
ship  of  400  or  more.  We,  there¬ 
fore.  have  confidence  in' the.  re¬ 
sults  of  the  survey.  Let  me  share 
with  you  some  of  the  needs 
which  the  survey  revealed- 

Based  on  projections  from 
the  sample  of  the  churches  in 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion.  with  a  membership  of  400 
or  inore.  the  following  conclu¬ 
sions  are  warranted.  Approxi¬ 
mately  400  of  our  churches  are 
now  trying  to  secure  a  minister 
of  education.
